History doesn’t have to be a 
dry, dusty collection of boring 
facts. It can be a living, breath- 
ing sharing of memories and 
personalities, fullofreal people 
and events. 

At least that’s what a group 
of East Jordan history buffs are 
striving for as they work to put 
together a collection of folk 
tales born in the facts of the 
people and places in East 
Jordan’s past. 

Plans are to publish the 
memories — with Jots of photos 
— in book form. The goal for 
release is the July, 1996 20th 
anniversary of the Portside Art 
and Historical Museum. 

Spearheaded by the Portside 
Art and Historical Society and 
the East Jordan Chamber of 
Commerce, the idea has been 
simmering for a number of 
years. The history book com- 
mittee, headed by Jean Pardee, 
is now helping the dream be- 
come reality as they collect the 
fruit of labors of many writers 
in the East Jordan area and 
beyond. 


Producing a book 

Once the submissions are all 
in (the deadline is August 1,) 
the real work begins, accord- 
ing to project advisor Dave 
Knight, editorial director at 
Harbor House Publishers in 
Boyne City. Knight, along with 
the two other editors for the 
project, Joan Sheridan Hoover 
and Jody Malpass Clark, will 
divide all the contributions, 
plow through the written mate- 
rials, and meet for discussions 
on format and consistency in 
editing. 

The editors will also select 
the materials for the book — 
unfortunately, there will not be 
enough room for every contri- 
bution. Knight said the contri- 
butions chosen will be those 


. with the facts straight, but also 


with personality — providing 
profiles of characters or events 
that tell a lively story. 
“Stories that get into the 
depth of the people involved 
are much more interesting,”

Although somecontributions 
can not be incorporated into 
the book, all the contributions 
will be kept forever, both 
Knight and Pardee promised.

Photographs will be an inte- 
gral part of the project. East 
Jordan is especially fortunate 
in the variety and amount of 
photographs available, mainly 
through the vast collection of 
veteran photographer Bill 
Huckle. Pardee said that 
Huckle, who took many of the 
photos himself during his years 


-as a photojournalist, has agreed 


to provide an assortment for 
the book. ; 

The Portside Art and His- 
torical Museum’s own impres- 
sive photo collection will also 
be available. Greg Boswell and 
Jim Sherman will take on the 
task of matching photos with 


‘the written contributions, seek- — 


ing to provide quality illustra- 
tions for the stories, 
The project is dedicated to 
the memory of George Secord, 
one of East Jordan’s most avid 


and learned historians, who 
passed away a year ago. Pardee 
said Secord’s death actually 
inspired the project. 

“There had been talk of the 
need for a book like this,” said 
Pardee. “But when George 
died, we realized that a wealth 
of information was slipping 
away.” 

Pardee and her crew have 
organized a number of the 
area’s perennial residents to 
write about people and land- 
marks they remember, as well 
as researching businesses, in- 
dustries, churches, events, and 
natural resources. Local cul- 
tural inheritance such as the 
Norwegian and Bohemian 
settlements have attracted spe- 
cial interest. 

Pardee hasn’t forgotten those 
who remember, but may not be 
able to write any more, either. 
Volunteers have been visiting 
with several area residents and 
tape-recording their memoirs. 


Paying for the project 


Financing the book will bea 


challenge in itself. There are 


two phases to the project ~ pro- 
duction and printing. Just to 
produce the book, the sponsors 
will have to also produce 
$4,000. This covers the cost of 


design, typography and format.

East Jordan News-Herald, mid- 
1950s, date unknown 

Once again we are trying to pull back 
the curtains of obscurity so that we may 
see a little of the past.. 

There are probably not many of you 
who, though you may have heard of 
Hitchcock, have seen it as it is today. 
Did you realize that at one time the 
people who lived there had as much 
hope of becoming a permanent town as 
any one of several other settlements in 
the area. Some settlements did survive, 
while others, like Hitchcock, have long 
ago surrendered their place on the map. 

But there are a few people who re- 
member and I think others might be 
interested in their stories. For this tale 
about Hitchcock, I am indebted to Jim 
Mires of Chestonia who gave me the 
facts. 


The story of Hitchcock 

The location is about one mile inland 
in Kearney Township from the corner 
where Kearney, Jordan and Chestonia 
lines come together - or about five 
miles south of Chestonia by way of the 
E.J.&S. Railroad. The timber consisted 
mostly of hardwoods - maple, elm, 
birch, beech, ash, hemlock, and also 
some basswood. As it was near the 


Northern Michigan is blessed with an 
abundance of wild berries — berries out 
there for the picking. The trouble is that 
only a few relatively old timers know 
where they are. 

There are strawberries, cranberries, 
gooseberries, raspberries, blueberries, 
huckleberries, wintergreen berries, and 
blackberries in the area. For the most 
part they are found on state land and are 
yours for the picking. 

Wild berry picking isn’t as popular 
today as it was a half century or so ago. 
Asa youngster {can still recall camping 
in the Frederick area with my dad and 
some of his friends for a weekend of 
berry picking (huckleberries.) Huckle- 
berry pickers back then used a berry 
picker of a cradle variety, which has 
since been outlawed, to harvest the ber- 
ries. 

In those days, it wasn’t uncommon to 
pick as many as a bushel or washtub of 
huckleberries in a single day. By the 
way, to this day Ihaven’t figures out the 
difference between a huckleberry anda

railroad as it ran between East Jordan 
and Bellaire, it was one of the earlier 
spots to be logged. 

In 1900 when the lumber company 
arrived, the best available camp site 
seemed to be on a hill which had at one 
time been homesteaded by a man named 
Brown. It is believed he retired to 
Bellaire to run a meat market. 

The camp was set up with Fred Larson 
as foreman, and Mrs. Walt Pierce as 
cook, and promptly called Camp 10. 
There were about 60 men quartered in 
the camp buildings and 10 teams of 
horses. Some families moved in about 
10 separate houses. There was also the 
general store, blacksmith shop, and the 
school, which served as a church on 
Sunday. 

The store handled groceries, clothing 
and other necessities, as well as serving 
as post office for the mail delivered 
daily by the E.J.&S. Running this store 
was a man by the name of Hitchcock. 
That name was chosen for the settle- 
ment, and was recorded on maps of the 
time. 

The land here was rolling but not a 
bad place to log and the timber held out 
for five years. The logs were hauled on 
sleighs to the railroad in the winter, and 
the big wheels took over in the summer. 
For awhile the area logged was still 
close to the railroad, so these logs were 
skidded to the track and loaded with a

sweating over a hot kitchen stove as she 
canned as many as five and six hundred 
quarts of the precious berries, not to 
mention numerous jars of jelly and jam. 

One thing for sure then was that we 
always had an ample supply of canned 
berries and there were days when we 
had berries at every meal. You might 
think one would tire of such a diet, but 
I never did. To this day a dish of wild 
berries is a delicacy. I especially. like 
wild strawberries ~ it could be because 
they are so hard to come by. 

Though the strawberry season is wan- 
ing, there are raspberries, blackberries 
and huckleberries out there somewhere. 
Will someone tell me where they are? 
After all bears shouldn’t be the only 
ones blessed with these delicacies. 

East Jordan native Gayle Saxton 
has been writing, reporting, and 
broadcasting sports for many years.

cross-haul team. 

Dick Kalleyshaw drove the cross- 
haul team. He was killed one day as he 
was hooking the toggle chain and a log 
rocked off the car on him. 

Sometimes in logging the big trees, 
the men came across one with a limb 
that was broken and dangling, caused 
perhaps by the wind or by another tree 
falling into it. 

These limbs were very dangerous, 
and they could swing freely in almost 
any direction — they were known by 
lumberjacks far and near as “widow 
makers.” Another of the fatalities in 
this camp was caused by a widow maker

when Haliver (Handskipe) Peterson was 


felling trees one day and a limb came 


down out of a tree and hit him on the 
head. 

When you consider the length of time 
on this job, the toll in lives was small for 
this hazardous occupation. Mostly the 
work went well, and it was a happy 
camp. The daily work of logging con- 
tinued — logs were cut, hauled, skidded, 
and loaded. The best of the rock elm 
was taken over by the square timber 
men and hewed into square timbers, for 
special uses.

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“Driving 1s serious business” 
Police officers speak | 
to young drivers

“It’s not just drinking 
that causes accidents,” 
said East Jordan Police 
Chief Jerry Alward. “Al- 
though 50 to 60 percent 
of accidents are alcohol- 
related, the rest are caused 
by stupid mistakes.” 

The chief was speak- 
ing to a group of young 
drivers at their summer 
driver’s education course 
at East Jordan High 
School. He and 
Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Rex 
Behling were there to 
make some important 
points for the students 
soon to be on the road. 

“Don’t think you’re 
only hurting yourself by 
being careless,” the chief 
told the students. He 
shared some of the diffi- 
culties of dealing with the 
death of a loved one due 
to a traffic accident — his 
son Jeff, 19, was killed in 
an April, 1994 accident 
on Ellsworth Road. 

“Tt doesn’t stop hurt- 
ing,” he said. “And it’s 
not easy on us picking 
you up out of a ditch, 
even if we don’t know 
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you.” 

He warned them not to 
play with the radio or al- 
low other distractions in- 
stead of watching the 
road. 

“I know you think you 
know everything about 
driving,” said Alward, 
“But I don’t know every- 
thing.” 

The two officers also 
cautioned the teenagers 
not to expect every ve- 
hicle-handling skill to 
come immediately. 

“The skills will. come 
over time,” said Behling. 
“Just be patient and take 
it easy.” 

Behling and Alward 
discussed many other is- 
sues with the class, in- 
cluding how to act when 
stopped or passed by an 
officer or emergency ve- 
hicle, and dealing with 
different types of inter- 
sections. Behling said 
intersections are the most 
common location for ac- 
cidents to occur. 

The.questions from the 
students included 
whether there is ever a 
legitimate reason for 
speeding. 

“You wouldn’t believe 
the stories I’ve heard,” 


said Behling with a 
chuckle. “They’re usu- 
ally lies.” Behling and 
Alward emphasized that 
drivers should not lie to 
police officers. 


“We have the ability to 
write a ticket or not,” said 
Behling. “Often we go 
by the attitude of the 
driver to make our deci- 
sion.” 


By the way, Behling 
said, if the driver has a 
radar detector in the ve- 
hicle, “He gets the ticket.”

This past week was another very hot 
one — the humidity was what really did 
us in. 

The weather made for some miser- 
able fishing conditions, especially dur- 
ing the daytime heat. Night fishing was 
pretty good as it was the week of the full 
moon. Angling success was excellent 
for walleyes on Lake Charlevoix. 

Crooked Lake, Burt and Mullett lakes 
in the north are reporting fair to good 
catches of “eyes” as well. 

Mayfly hatches are still coming off 
the northern lakes although they are 
thinning. The best tactics I know of 
with bug hatches is to troll the mud flats 
with crawler harnesses or troll crank 
baits in the late evening or early morn- 
ing hours. 

If you must corifine your fishing to 
day time hours, both presentation meth- 
ods will work. I prefer to run a harness 
behind a bottom bouncer with chrome 
or gold blades. Traditional methods such 
as Lindy Rigs work, and so do Jigs 
tipped with one-half a crawler. 

If you fish jigs check the weed lines in 
9 to 12-feet of water first. If you aren’t

successful, then work your way into 
shallow water and try again. 

For you bass fishermen, we have 
spawning activity for smallmouth from 
Cecil Bay in Mackinaw City to the 
south end of both Grand Traverse bays. 
I heard that the bass fishing in the 
Beaver Island area is excellent. 

On Lake Charlevoix, the smallies are 
still shallow holding on the 5 to 8-foot 
breaks. Cast small smoke-colored jigs 
on black jigs with a piece of crawler, or 
asmall leech, and work them from deep 
water to shallow water. Both the north 
and south pier at Charlevoix are pro- 
ducing smallmouth and an occasional 
walleye or catfish as a bonus. 

The lower Antrim chain has been 
slow for bass fishing. The best lake has 
been Torch, although even Torch is not 
producing well on any fish. The best 
fishing on Torch has been for lake trout, 
however I haven’t heard from anyone 
about limit catches. 

Lake Bellaire is okay for bass. Wall- 
eyes, although small are a bit better, and 
the trout fishing is very slow. 

Panfish anglers who are fishing deep

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enough are scoring very well on many 
area lakes. Some of the better catches 
are coming from 25 to 30 feet of water. 

It was reported to me that the best 
fishing is from 6 to 9 a.m. in 25 to 30 
feet of water. Bait used was a small 
piece of red worm on some heavy tear 
drops with 2-pound test line to get the 
hits. 

I haven’t heard about crappies, with 
exception of Pickerel Lake doing well 
on windy days with pinky jigs. 

Stream anglers have been doing well. 
Brown trout are being caught in the 
Boyne and Jordan at night. Many creeks 
are giving up some great catches of 
brook trout on worms and spinners. 
Mornings have produced best for the 
brook trout. 

Big lake anglers are doing good on 
lake trout off Charlevoix, fishing p- 
nuts behind cowbell rigs in 100 to 125 
feet of water. 

Some encouraging news for you big 
lake anglers — expect the salmon to be 
better this year. Many ports south are 
saying that the salmon fishing is the 
best in at least six years. Efforts against 


bacterial kidney disease are having an 
effect, and the stocks are making a 
rebound. 

The tourist season is in full swing and 
the boat traffic is very heavy. Be alert 
and be safe.

Many of our current stamps use a 
cornstarch base that is water-activated. 
The glue is food grade. water soluble, 
and approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

By the early 1900s, glue began to be 
applied to stamp paper as the last step in 
stamp production. But edible glue re- 
mained the staple, even as production 
techniques improved. Tapioca was used 
for a time, followed by cornstarch, usu- 
ally in combination with synthetic food 
additives.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the Charlevoix County Uniform 
Numbering Ordinance was adopted on May 10, 
1995 by the Charlevoix County Board of Com- 
missioners; and

WHEREAS, it was the consensus of the Board 
of Directors to recommend that the Charlevoix 
County Numbering Ordinance, Section 4.1 (B), 
be changed from: Where the numbers on the 
front of the structure cannot be read from the 
road, the resident, occupant, or owner of a struc- 
ture shall cause the assigned address number to 
be displayed upon a post of suitable strength and 
construction, adjacent to the driveway or access 
of the premises. The height of the post shall not 
be less than six (6) feet above the level of the 
adjacent road and the assigned address number 
shall be placed on both sides of the post so as to 
be plainly visible from road traffic lanes in either 
direction of approach; and 

WHEREAS, To read: Where the numbers on 
the front of the structure cannot be read from the 
road, the resident, occupant, or owner of a struc- 
ture shall cause the assigned address number to 
be displayed upon a post of suitable strength and 
construction, adjacent to the driveway or access 
of the premises. The post must be an unob- 
structed 5-foot height numbered post to identify a 
residence. The number posted must be visible 
from the roadway. Another option would be to 
have the numbers posted on a mailbox. It does 
not need to be posted on both a post and the 
mailbox. The mailbox needs to be adjacent to the 
proper driveway. The assigned address number

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY ORDINANCE NO. 3 


BUILDING 
INSPECTION 
ORDINANCE 


PREAMBLE 


The Board of Commissioners of Charlevoix 
County have determined, that the health, safety 
and welfare of the inhabitants of Charlevoix County 
would be better served by the establishment of a 
County Ordinance for the enforcement and han- 
dling of violations of the construction code, being 
MCL 125.1501, et. seq. 


Section 1. This ordinance shall be known and 
cited as the “Charlevoix County Building Code 
inspection Ordinance.” 

Section 2. The purpose of this ordinance is to 
establish procedures for the Charlevoix County 
Building Department to enforce the “State Con- 
struction Code Act of 1972.” MCL 125.1501 et. 
seq. 

Section 3. The County of Charlevoix, through 
its Building Inspection Department has the re- 
sponsibility for administering and enforcing the 
“State Construction Code Act of 1972,” deter- 
mined that it is in the best interest of Charlevoix 
County to. designate a violation of the “State 
Construction Code Act of 1972,” MCL 125.1523(1) 
(2), MSA 5.2949(23) (1) (2) as a municipal civil 
infraction. 

Section 4. If a person, corporation, including 
any Officer, director, or employee of a corporation 
violates any of the provisions of MCL 125.1523(1) 
or (2), MSA 5.2949(23 (1) they shall be respon- 
sible for a civil infraction and ordered by the court 
to pay a fine of not less than $100.00 nor more 
than $500.00, plus court costs and costs of pros- 
ecution. Each day that a violation occurs as 
provided in MCL 125.1523(2), MSA 5.2949(23) 
(2), shall constitute a separate violation. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect im- 
mediately upon publication.

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY ORDINANCE NO. 4 


FIRE AND BURGLAR ALARM ORDINANCE 
AN ORDINANCE REGULATING AND LICENS- 
ING AUTOMATIC TELEPHONE, FIRE AND 
BURGLAR ALARM SYSTEMS 


PREAMBLE 
The Board of Commissioners of the County of 
Charlevoix have determined that the health, safety 
and welfare of the inhabitants of the county would be 
better served by establishing regulations for the 
installation and use of telephone, fire, and burglar 
alarms. 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
install, operate, use or maintain any automatic tele- 
phone burglar, fire or alarm system programmed to 
dial any number regularly listed under COUNTY OF 
CHARLEVOIX, without having first applied for and 
been granted, a permit for such system by the 
Charlevoix County Building Inspection Department. 

Section 2. it shall be unlawful for any person to 
permit or cause any such telephone system to call or 
connect to any COUNTY OF CHARLEVOIX, listed 
or unlisted, telephone numbers other than those 
telephone numbers duly authorized and designated 


by the Charlevoix County Building Inspection De- - 


partment, as shown on the permit. 

Section 3. A) Application for a permit shall be 
accompanied by the payment of an initial permit fee 
of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars. 

B) The annual renewal fee for said permit shall be 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. 

Section 4. All vendors and/or installers of such 
automatic telephonealarm systems shall, each Janu- 
ary first, submit to the Charlevoix County Building 
Inspection Department, a complete and accurate 
report detailing all systems presently being used 

within the County of Charlevoix. This report shall 
designate: owner's name and address, name and 
address of equipment operator and instructions for 
locating the system if activated. 


Section 5. ‘At the discretion of the Charlevoix 
County Board of Commissioners, authorized and - 


ee telephone numbers nee automatic 


telephone systems may be changed from time to time 
as circumstances warrant. In the event of such change, 
due notice shall be provided to persons hoiding per- 
mit. After the effective date of such change, only the 
newly authorized telephone numbers shall be used 
by automatic telephone systems within the County of 
Charlevoix. 

Section 6. A) The alarm user shall be required to 
pay to the County of Charlevoix, the sum of One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for every false alarm gen- 
erated by the user’s system(s). A false alarm shall be 
defined as any alarm condition which is registered 
with the Sheriff's Department, other police or fire 
agencies, or the 911 dispatch authority, not resulting 
from criminal activity for which the alarm was in- 
tended. Fifty $50.00 dollars shall go to the County’s 
General Fund and Fifty ($50.00) dollars to the re- 
sponding agency. 

B) In addition any alarm user whose system gener- 
ates a false alarm shail be liable for the expenses 
incurred by a responding agency. When a police 
department responds, the expense shall be charged 
at the hourly rate of the police personnel responding. 
When a fire department responds the expense shall 
be the average fire run cost of the department for 
personnet and equipment. 

C) If an alarm is accidentally set off by the user or his 
designee, said owner or designee shall have three (3) 
minutes to notify the Sheriff's Department, or the 911 
dispatch authority, to avoid the false alarm fee. 

D) Storm conditions setting off the alarm shall be 
considered extenuating circumstance and shall ne- 
gate the false alarm fee. 

Section 7. Allresponding agencies shall provide the 
County Clerk with a statement of costs within fourteen 
(14) days of the false alarm. False alarm invoices 


shall be processed through the Charlevoix County : 


Clerk’s Office. A false alarm invoice overdue more 
than ninety (90) days after mailing shail result in 
termination of the alarm service agreement between 
user and the County of Charlevoix, and the alarm user 
shail be in violation of this ordinance. The Clerk's 

invoice shall include a notice to the user of their 


appeal rights. 


Section 8. Alarm systems employing audible 
signals shall be equipped with an automatic shut- 
Off device which will silence the audible signal after 
fifteen (15) minutes. 

Section 9. User appeals for relief from provisions 
of this Ordinance shall be forwarded to and heard 
by the Public Safety Committee of the Charlevoix 
County Board of Commissioners. To appeal an 
invoice the user must notify the County Clerk in 
writing, within thirty (80) days after the invoice is 
mailed, requesting a hearing before the Public 
Safety Committee. The Public Safety Committee 
shall schedule the matter for hearing at their next 
regularly scheduled meeting, which hearing may 
be continued or adjourned by the Committee for 
good cause. 

Section 10. All system users must complete and 
file the Law Enforcement and Emergency Alarm 
Subscriber {Information form available at the 
Charlevoix County Building Inspection Department. 

Section 11. Sections of this Ordinance shall be 
deemed to be severable. Should any section or 
provision of this Ordinance be declared unconstitu- 
tional or invalid, the same may be stricken without 
affecting the validity of the Ordinance as a whole or — 
any part thereof not declared to be unconstitutional 
or invalid. 

Section 12. Violation of any provision of this 
Ordinance shail be a misdemeanor and may be 
punishable by a fine of Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars or ninety (90) days confinement in jail or 
both, plus court costs, costs of prosecution, plus 
fees and expenses set forth in this Ordinance. 

Section 13. This Ordinance shall take effect im- 
mediately upon publication.

fee for a multiple unit motel proposed 
for the site. 

“The present rate is prohibitive to 
anyone interested in building within 
the city limits,” Themm said in a letter 
outlining the proposal. Because city 
ordinance specifies the fee for each 
individual hook-up as $2,400, the charge 
to connect the size motel proposed for 
the site would be about $90,000, 

“Em willing to absorb half the cost if 
‘you can lower the tap rate on that mo- 
tel,” he told commissioners at the June 
20 meeting. 

That night the commission tabled ac- 
tion, but they came back and gave 
Themm what he wanted at the next 
regular meeting, July 5 — sort of. When 
he left the meeting, he had agreed to 
finance the full cost of the new sewer 
line. 

The city agreed. to work with 
Themm’s contractor to make sure the 
sewer line is properly installed to city

specifications. After a satisfactory in- 
spection of the completed line, the city 
will accept it into the city system and 
take over maintenance and repair. 

In return, the city waived the indi- 
vidual tap fee and will charge only one 
$2,400 fee to the developer of the pro- 
posed motel. 

Themm said the sewer line will open 
up seven or eight acres behind Glen’s 
Market and the Express for develop- 
ment. He owns about four acres directly 
behind the Express — the motel will 
require an acre and a half. 

A city water line is already in place. 
The city will give Themm permission 
to cross the city water easement with a 
special sleeve installed around the sewer 
line as prevention against contamina-

for proof-reading, will be the end-prod- 
uct of this phase. 

Knightexpects to have the proof ready 
by the end of October. 

The second phase involves many de- 
cisions that will effect the cost — deci- 
sions that can not be made unti] the 
proof is approved. Knight said paper 
costs change constantly, another factor 
that makes advance decisions difficult. 

“But, once we are ready for the 
said Knight, “there will be a 
lot of viable options to help keep costs 
down.”

‘‘There’s room back there for as many 
as two motels, and maybe a restaurant 
and movie theater,” said Themm. “If 
the city doesn’t help promote this stuff, 
it’s never gonna go.” 

He said he was glad the city agreed to 
lowering the tap rates, but feels the cost 
is still detrimental to development. 

“Oh well, you gotta start some place,” 
he said. 

Themm is planning to sell the prop- 
erty once the sewer is in place. The cost 
of the installation could run anywhere 
from $4 to $8 per foot. If the line goes 
800 feet, the project could cost Themm 
as much as $6,400, but he views it as a 
case of spending money to make money. 

“Developers aren’t interested unless 
the water and sewer is already on site,” 
he said. 

He is working with Jon Runquist, a 
Charlevoix motel developer. Themm 
said Runquist is considering building a 
motel with 36-38 units. It will be inde- 


pendent of any chains. 

“We’re probably not going to flag it 
(commit to a national chain),” said 
Themm. “We don’t need to do that in 
East Jordan yet. Wedon’tneed to spend 
that kind of money.” 

Themm believes the development will 
be very good for East Jordan. 

“We have a lot of people who want to 
stay. They don’t want to go spend the 
night some where else. Some people 
will just not come at all if they don’t 
have any place to stay in town.” 

“A motel will help my business, and 
it will help every other business in East 
Jordan. It’! help the city, too,” he con- 
tinued. “There’s no negative to it.”
